INSULTED BY BALFOUR. 

Balfour, who did much better, was rude 
almost to being insulting to Gladstone per- 
gonally in one case, when he declared that 
Gladstone had falsely said something. Glad- 
stone exclaimed that it was not the usual 
language. Balfour apologized, adding that 
what he meant was that the accusation 
could not be sustained. The weakness of 
his argument was that so much of i 
rested upon what would have become 
known as official anecdotes, that is, the 
statement of alleged facts from official 
sources which the Government will not lay 
on table in the form of parllamentary pa- 
pers, which, therefore, can not be subjected 
to investigation or disproof. The truth is, the 
principles involved in the National League 
and its suppression have been discussed till 
everybody is more than familiar with them. 
The most effective kind of speech on the sub- 
jectis Harcourt’s slashing humorist vein, in 
which he will doubtless score heavily to- 
night. 

Chamberlain will vote against the Govern- 
ment, but willnot speak. Churchill has re- 
turned to vote with the Government on his 
way to Scotland. Perhaps as many as fifty 
Liberals altogether will join the National 
League, but the policy which approves itself 
to the more cautious among them is prefer- 
Able, Viz.: to support it by subscription and 
conidence only.

THE QUEEN AT BALMORAL. 


How Royalty Travels in England—Averting 
Accidents and Delay. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, August 26.—The Queen arrived yes- 
terday at Balmoral. No European ruler, ex- 
cept the Czar, is so guarded as the Queen is 
when travoling. A correspondent at Osborne 
gives the following account of the methods 
resorted to for the purpose of averting any 
kind of accident: The royal party crossed to 
the private pier at Gosport and proceeded ina 
special train by way of Stafford to Bal- 
later. The train was composed of day and 
night saloon-cars. The regulations for Her 
Majesty’s journey filied several foolscap 
pages. The time of departure and arrival hav- 
ing been mentioned, and the metals on which 
the train traveled baving been specified, the 
regulations further provided for a pilot engine 
accompanied by the locomotive superintend- 
ent of the particular district traveled over 
and by aguard with lamps, flags and fog sig- 
nals. The engine preceded the royal train at 
a uniform rate of speed and fifteen minutes in 


The drivers and firemen, as well as the en 
gine of the royal train, were specially selected. 
A lookout was placed on the tender of the 
engine and, seated with his face toward the 
rear, observed any signals that might be 
given by the occupants of the carriages. For 
thirty minutes previous to the Queen’s 
coming, no train was permitted to proceed on 
or across the main line. On the up-line also, 
it was commanded that the drivers must re- 
duce the speed to ten miles an hour, and on 
no account open their whisties when pass- 
ing the royal train. In this manner 
the Queen rode through her dominions. A 
monster engine rushed by, and fifteen min- 
utes afterwards the lights of the Queen’s 
train flashed past, and then aftera pause the 
hand of discipline was partiy relaxed. The

IVES’ MISSING BOOKS. 


The Employes Testify, but Profess to Know 
Nothing at All. 


NEw Tonk, August 26.—The employes of the 
firm of H. S. Ives & Co., and the colored jan- 
itor of the building in which the bank of that 
firm is situated appeared before Referee 
Judge Noah Davis this morning to testify 
as to their knowledge of the disap- 
pearance of the books containing the 


accounts of the firm up to April 1, 
last. The testimony of all the witnesses was 
tothe effect, so faras they knew anything 
about the facts, thatthey had seen nothing of 
the books later than a week or ten days pre- 
vious to the assignment. Each oneof the 
witnesses professed to have no theory or clue 
as the taking of the books.

An adjournment was 
had to Tuesday morning atl10o’clock, when 
the depositions which have been taken will be 
ready for the signatures of the witnesses.

announced for sale at the Real Estate Ex- 


change to-day. When the time for the sale 


arrived, the anctioneer announced that the 
prope had been absolutely withdrawn from 
the market.

IVES AND MEYER. 
Shortly before 8 o’clock last night Henry 8. 
Ives, accompanied by his partner, Stayner, 
and Assignee Cromwell, went to New Bruns- 


wick, . and after spending 
nearly an hour at dinner, drove 
ove the Raritan River to tbe man- 


sion of Mr. Christopher Meyer, now first 
vice-president of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
& Dayton Railroad. Mr. Meyer was not aware 
ofthe coming ofthe gentlemen until a very 
short time before their arrival. Mr. Ives car- 
ried a small day book to which he invited the 
attention of Mr. Meyer. He said it was a state- 
meat of Ives 4 Co.’s affairs and showed a 
surplus of $7,000,000 in the shape of securities 
held by various persons who had advanced 
money upon them. He told Mr. Meyer 
that if he would advance the amount loaned 
on these securities, some $3,000,000 it would 
enable the firm to pull through and make 
good every dollar. He was afraid, he said, 
that next week these securities would be 
throwd on the market and slaughtered. They 
consist of $300,000 in Chemical Bank, $800,000 in 
Government bonds, $1,000,000 in Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Dayton; $250,000 in Chicago, Peoria 
& Illinois and other good siock. 

Assignee Cromwell said that he was confi- 
dent the securities would become very valua- 
bie, if the firm were given a reasonable time to 
realize uponthem. Mr. Meyer did not appear 
to be anxious to discussthe matter, and ex- 
pressed a desire to be let alone. He had 
enough, he said, of the firm, being already a 
creditor to a large amount. The subject was 
then gone all over again, and at 10 o’clock the 
party left without having accomplished any- 
thing.

Statement of the Southern Pacific’s Earn- 
ings and Expenditures.

tral Pacific operated were: 140 leased lines in 
California, 412; Pacific System of the Southern 
Pacific, 1,396; Atlantic System of the same 
road, 1,697; making a total of 4,846 miles. 
During the year 100 miles were built in Cali- 
fornia. The total sross earnings were in 
round numbers $31,000,000; earnings over 
operating expenses, $13,000,000, leaving a bal- 
ance surplus of $11,000,000, out of which was 
2 à net profit of Central Pacific lines of 511, 
24,998, and interest on bonds of the Central 
Pacific fund, leaving as surplus $180,000. The 
transcontinental rate war, which continued 
through almost the entire year, caused the 
net results to fall below those of 1885. The 
total stock of the system amounts to 
1.141.529 shares, costing over $88, - 
000,000. The total assets are $99,000,000; 
authorized capital stock is 3100, 000, 000; 
capital stock outstanding, $88,000,000: 
liabilities and capital stocks, $98,993,900. The 
surplus of assets over Habilities is $364,827. 
Secretary and Comptroller Miller reports the

TRE VETERANS’ FRIEND. 


Death of Mrs. E. H. Powers, Who Rendered 
the Soldiers Good Service.

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 26.—Mrs. E. 
H. Powers, who was such a noble and true 
friend to the Union soldiers during the war, 
died here yesterday in her 85th year. There are 
thousands of veterans who served in the 
New York and New Jersey regiments, who re- 
member her deeds of charity and unselfish de 
votion to the sick and wounded. The Forty 


eighth Congress voted her a pension ee 
the strenuous efforts of Judge Holman, who 


made a pathetic appeal in her behalf. 
The com mittee favoring her claim 
said im their report that from April 


W, 1860, to August 14, 1864, she devoted her 
whole time, energy. influence and means to 
the service of the Union soldiers and for the 
success of the Union cause, caring for the sick 
and wounded, collecting and forwarding hos- 
pital supplies and money, ministering to their 
wants and relieving theirsufferings. All this 
time she acted as president of the Florence 
Nightingale Relief Association of Paterson, N. 
J. and trom November, 1862, w August, 1864, 
was associate member of the United States 
Sanitary Commission of New Jersey. In this 
capacity she collected $8,000 in money and 
over 2° ,000 articles for hospital use. She re- 
ceived no pay whatever, paying out of her 
own means the cost of her own transportation 
and subsistence, besides contributing freely to 
the purposes she served to the amount of at 
least $3,000. Before the war ended she had 
lost Dy misfortane what little property she 
had, and was an invalid for years from the ef- 
fects of exposure in the performance of acts of 
kindness to the soldiers.

A DAY’S MISHAPS. 


Probably Fatal Gas ‘}xplosion—Destructive 
Work of Lightning. 

CHICAGO, III., August 26.—A peculiar acci- 
dent occurred yesterday afternoon in the 
basement of the wholesale clothing store of 
Leopold Brothers & Co., by which one man was 
badly injured and another is likely to lose his 
life. The gas-pipe under the sidewalk had 
been giving trouble for sometime, and Patrick 
Gaffney, street foreman for the gas company, 


went into the basement with Daniel 
Casey for the purpose ot locating 
the leak. Suddenly a loud explosion 


was heard, by which the entire building 
was shaken. Some one turned in an alarm of 
fire, and the employes of the firm rushed into 
the basement amid considerable excitement. 
The cause of the trouble was at once apparent. 
Between the bricked-up embankment of the 
sidewalk and the wall ot the building was a 
space about two feet wide and as long as the 
building. Intothis space the gas had been 
escaping, and was pouring out around the pipe. 
The mon lit a candle and hunted along the pipe 
for the leak. When they came tooclose to the 


wall, the escaping gas caught fire and this 
ignited the large reservoir of gas between the 
two walis and it exploded witb such force as 
te throw the men violently down and the wall 
upon them. The persons who ran into the 
basement found the gas still burning, but the 
fire was soon extinguished. Daniel Casey was 
revived without difficulty, and was found to 
be painfully but not seriousiy hurt. Gaffney 
was less fortunate. He was found bent for- 
ward upon his face, being buried to the 
hips in the bricks of the fallen wall. en 
he was extricated it was seen that he had 
suffered a compound fracture of the skull, 
that his right leg was broken, and that he was 
badly burned and bruised about the head 

face and bedy. His injuries are pronounce 

fatal. The explosion ofthe confined gas dis- 
played great force, asitthrew down a brick 
wall ten feet high and thirty-five feet long. 
hurling it to some distance, and lifted the pav- 
ing stones of the sidewalk, which were ten 
inches thick by about twelve, by eighteen 
feet. Debris was thrown clear across to the 
other side of the street from under the lifted 
flagging.

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND WILL SPEND TWO 
NIGHTS AT THE MAYOR'S. 


With Mrs. Cleveland, He Will Be Driven te 
Mayor Francis’ House on His. Arrival— 
Monday He Will Go to One of the Hotels 
and Monday Afternoon He Will Give a 


Public Reception—Menday Evening at the 
Exposition and Tuesday at the Fair. 


The President aad Mrs. Cleveland will be the 
guests of Mayor Francisand his wife during 
two nights of their stay here. On their arrival 
Saturday evening they will be driven to Mayor 
Francis’ house. They will spend Saturday 
night, Sunday and Sunday nightthere. Dur- 
ing this time his entertainment will 
be in the hands of Mayor Francis. 
He will not de taken in charge 
by the local committee of entertainment until 
Monday morning, when he will go to either 
the Southern or the Lindell and begin the reg- 
ular business of his visit. On Saturday night 
he will arrive at so late an hour that he will 
probably retire without seeing any buat the 
members of Mayor Francis’ family. On Sun- 
day he will goto church with Mayor Francis 
and his wife, probably to the Second Presby- 
terian Church. This will give a great many 


people an opportunity to see the President 
and his wife, and the selection of a church will 
be largely with a view to its seating capacity. 
Sunday afternoon, if the weather is favorable, 
the President will probably be taken fora 
drive through the parks. Sunday night will 
be spent at the Mayor’s and Monday the Pres- 
ident will move down town. 
MAYOR FRANCIS 

had made no formal announcement of the 
fact that the President was to be his est 
until the news had gained — general cir- 
culation. This morning, when asked to con- 
firm the statement, he said: 

„es, Ithink the President will stay with 
me on Sunday. He intended originally to 
time his visit so that he would leave Washing- 
ton Mapday morning, arriving here Tuesday 
afternoon. Then he would have stayed over 
Wednesday and left late Wednesday night or 
early Thursday morning. That would have 
given him too little time here, Ithought. He 
said he must bave a quiet Sunday. Itold him 
we could give him a quiet Sunday here, but he 
seemed a little incredulous. Then I suggested 
that he might come out tomy house, where 
he would be perfectly quiet. ‘That would be 
very nice,’ he said, and so the matter was 
settied.’’ 

„What will the President do on Sunday?“ 

His time will be at his own disposal. I 
suppose, however, that he will go to church.

He Makes a Technical Objection to Mounting 
the Inspectors— Citi s Overrule Techni- 
calities and Subscribe the Necessary 
Amount— Auditor Smith Overrules Raus- 
ser, but Withdraws From the Position— 
The Inspectors to Be Mounted in Any 


Event. 


There arose a serious Complication at the 
City Hall soon after the inauguration of the 
sprinkling by the city. The bill provided for 
four inspectors to wateh the contractors, in 
order that the latter might be compelled to 
do their duty. The bili did not 
provide tor mounting these inspectors. Street- 
Commissioner Turner thought that horses 
conld be provided out of the sprinkling fund, 
and went to see Deputy Auditor G. F. Rausser 
about it. That official positively refused to 
audit any bilis for horses, and as he controls 
the Auditor's office, the Street Commissioner 
did not go further with the matter there, but 
spoke to the Comptroller about it. Mr. Camp- 
bell sald this morning: I saw no reason for 
objecting to paying for the maintenance of 
horses for the inspectors out of the general 
fund and went tosee Rausser aboutit. He 
claimed there must be specific appropriation 
for the inspectors and instanced several cases 
in which he had applied the principle before. 
I told him that one mounted inspector 
was worth three unmounted inspectors 
and if three were employed they 
would receive we pet month, while a horse 
would only cost $18 per month. To mount the 
Inspector would be to get the services of two 
additional men for 818, but ne could not see his 
way to auditing the bill. Ladvised Turner to 
write a letter to the Auditor, in order that we 
might have a conference over the matter. 
That brought Gen. Smith, the Auditor, myseif 
and Gen. rner together. When the matter 
was explained to Gen. Smith be said he would 
see the bills were audited.’’ 

This morning Fielding Mansfield, whose in- 
terest in the sprinkling led him to secure the 
funds necessary to mount the inspectors, 
completed the work and transmitted to Gen. 
Turner the proceeds of the following subscrip- 
tions:

Legislators the Necessity of Providing for 
an Extension ofthe Water-Works Serv- 
ice to the Chain-of-Rocks—An Ordinance 
submitted by His Honor—Harbor Com. 
missioner Murphy’s New Pians. | 


The Municipal Assembly convened in special 
session at the City Hall at 8 p. m. to-uay, in 
accordance with the proclamation issued by 
Mayor Francis. Aside from the approval of 
contracts for public work awarded by the 
Board of Pu lic Improvements and authorized 
officers since the adjournment of the Assembly, 
there was no regular business needing imme- 
diate consideration. In his message to the 
assembly this afternoon, Mayor Francis di- 


rected attention to the subjectof extending 


the water-worxs, which will engage the atten- 
tion of the Municipal legislators for several 
days. Mayor Francis urges the Assembly to 
consider this important problem. It is one 


to which he has repeatedly called 
the attention of the Assembly, and 
which is specially recommended to 


the consideration of the members during 
the special session. The city is now growing 
in a northward direction, and within a short 
time the supply of water from Biesell“s Point 
will be polluted if the location of the inlet 
tower is not changed to some point above the 
city front and the large sewers o ening into 
the river in the district north of the present 
gite of the works.

Water-Commissioner 
Holman, President Flad of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements and Mayor Francis strong! 
favor the plan proposed inthe ordinance. It 
will require an expenditure of about $8,500,000 
which can be raised out of the revenue of the 
Water Department. Last yearthis amounted 
to $808 ,000, and at the beginning 
of the term there was the sum 
of $608,900 surplus to the credit of that 
fund. This sum was, however, appropriated 
for current expenses and extension of the 
service. In this last-named direction there 
has been a great mis management of funds as 
miles of pire have been put down ata cost of 
thousands of dollars in localities where the 


revenue will amount to little for sev- 


eral years to come. Three lines 
of pipe have been extended west 
but are only tapped at long distances by con- 


sumers. The revenue for the present year 
will, through the activity of Assessor Temple 
probably reach nearly ,000.

THE NUMBER OF FRAUDULENT REGISTRA- 
TIONS DISCOVERED AT CITY HALL. 


Recorder Williams Has Marked Over 18, 
000 for Presentation to the Next Board 
of Revision, Making a Total of Nearly 
20,000 False Registrations—A Sample 
Precinct in the Tenth Ward—New Ballet- 
Boxes for the Next Municipal Election to 
Defeat Stuffing Schemes. 


Recorder of Voters Williams will present 
about 12,000 names to the next Board of Re- 
vision for its consideration. There still re- 
main about this number of fraudulent regis- 
trations on the books of the Recorder of 
Voters. from which 4,800 were stricken off by 
the last Board, the term of which ex- 
pired before all the work could be com- 
pleted. Through the summer the Recorder’s 
force has been quietly but steadily working 
on the fraud-laden lists, and preparing a 
startling statement forthe next Board of Re- 
vision and the public. To-day Maj. Williams 
was asked how his books stood, and replied: 
ou gentlemen, it seems, must have the 
news before it’s ready, even. The work is not 
yet complete, but I will give you an idea of 
how the registration has been handled.’’

„As I say, continued the Recorder, the 
work is not yet complete, as the registrations 
supposed to be incorrect must first be sub- 
mitted to the letter test. The application of 
this has caused some comment, tis is not 
exactly original. It wastried with great suc- 
cess by Mr. Davenport in his investigation of 
the frauds of Brooklyn, New York and Phila- 
delphia. He says that no officer or private 
individual can be s0 advantageously 
employed in gathering information of this 
character as a letter carrier. A revenue or- 
cer is suspected of attempting to collect 
taxes. A deputy sheriff or marshall is sup- 
posed to be armed with a warrant and diffi- 
culties are placed in his way. A letter carrier 
carrying an envelope in his hand is welcomed 
everywhere and can gather more correct in- 
formation than anv other officer.’’ 

At the last election Mr. Williams tried this 
plan with considerable success. He addresses 
acommunication to the place of residence 
given in the books at the City Halljand gets the 
return made by the letter carrier, who can 
for the asking obtain all the information in 
the possession of neighbors. On the report 
made by the carriers on these communica- 
tion the Recorder will take action 
as conclusive evidence that the information 
already in the possession of the Recorder. The 
developments of the past six months in the 
Recorder’s office have shown how extensive 
were the frauds which the PosT-DISPATCH ex- 
2 last November and December, resulting 
n the prosecutions in the Federal Court.

Williams contained the names and 
addresses of 469 qualified voters in Precinct 
o 9%. The precinct canvass made by Mr. 
Williams failed to discover the where- 
abouts of 857 of the parties registered 
within the precinct. When the letter 
test was applied, thecarriers reported that 
842 of the persons addressed could not 
be located nor could any trace of 
such persons be found. Fifteen of 
the rseons named had removed fram 
the addresses given and were no longer en- 
titled to registration from the numbers re- 
ported atthe City Hall office. This was the 
condition of things in a single precinct, 
and there is ittle doubt but 
that affairs were no better in various 
other localities offering better opportunities 
for fraud than sucha central point as Twelfth 
and Olive streets. With a few such precincts 
as this there is no wonder that the 
total number of false registrations foot up 
12,000 names. Under the law governing his 
office the Recorder is not authorize to 
strike an man off the lists, although 
convinced beyond doubt that fraud has been 
committed in securing the registration or that 
no such person is in existence. The evidence 
can, however, 2. — and be in readiness 
for the next Board of Revision, which will be 
selected forty days before the election in No- 
vember, 1888. In the meantime, a large gen- 
uine registration is expected. Hundreds of 
the most prominent citizens of St. Louis 
do not appear on the books of the 
Recorder’s office at all and have not attempt- 
ed in years to avail themselves of the 
right to vote. The hopelessness of suc- 
cessfully counteracting the influence 
of the fraudulent votes probably 
deterred many from voting, and more from 
going tothe trouble of securing registration 
to gualify themselves for voting. At present 
the registrations and alterations are not 
numerous, butthis has always been the case 
in summer time and especially in off years. 
Before the next election the Recorder will 
make an effort to secure an ap- 


ropriation to purchase some new 
Pallot- boxes patented to prevent any 
stuffing. The appropriation would have 


been made in June but for the fact that there 
was no election but the School Board election 
for which the present boxes were deemed 
suitable.

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THE VALUATION OF CITIES. 


A Little Hint of Prevailing Western 


Methods. 


From the Detroit Free Press. 

The assessed valuation of the city of 
Boston, as just completed for 1887, is $747, - 
624,900—$547,170,300 real and $200, 454,660 

nal, is is an increase of $37,003,500 

over the valuation of 1886. Boston’s valu- 
ation is much larger per capita than that 
ot any other city in the country. In the 
aggregate it more than equals that of 
the whole State of Illinois, as assessed, 
and is nearly five times as large 
as that of Cook County, with the great 
city of Chicago as a portion of it. Indeed, 
the latest valuation of Cook County shows 
a total about $15,000,000 less than that of 
Wayne County Mich. The fraud of un- 
dervaluation is Illinois was so palpable 
and so gross—each county seeming to see 
how far it could outstrip every other in 
etting its valuations down — that the 
egislature, at its last session,passed a law 
designed to effectareform, and under 
the operation of whjoh, it is believed, the 
assessed valuation#®f the several coun- 
ties of the State will be increased to from 
three to five times what they are now re- 
ported at. Chicago alone has more per- 
sonal property than the entire real and 
personal property valuation of the city, 
as assessed. Undervaluation is always 
productive of grosse injustice, and the 
oor man in Chicago pays in comparison 

o the millionaire, relatively, much higher 
taxes than the rman does in Detroit, 


Taking the States 1 Massa - 
chusetts, it must e said to its 
credit, comes nearer putting honest 


values throughout the commonwealth 
onthe assessment rolls than any other 
State in the Union. They have a so-called 
ironclad law relative to personal property 
assessments in Ohio and some other States; 
but in Ohio the general assessed valua- 
tions of real and personal property do not 
exceed 60 per cent of the actual value. 
The only two of the larger cities in the 
country where an attempt is made to set 
down in the assessment rolls actual valu- 
ations of 8 are Boston and De- 
troit. It is better for all concerned when 
the assessed values bear a close relation 
to actual ones, but it is very hard to make 
legislators and assessors understand and 
act upon this. 


Cyclenes. 


From Scribner for August. 

In cyclones we find the largest manifest- 
ation of that energy by which the super- 
heated lower air whirls upward from the 
earth through openings which it has rent 
in the higher, cooler layers. In its funda- 
mental cause the cyclone is essentially 
like both the lesser classes of whirls, the 
dust-whirls and tornadoes, but the field of 
its work is vastly greater, though 
the energy which it exercises at 
any one point is less. The con- 
ditions which lead to the formation 
of a cyclone are as follows: In those 
heated portions of land and sea where the 
circumstances permit the air to remain 
for a long time undisturbed, it becomes 
very warm and charged with moisture; 
the hotter it becomes the more moisture i 
contains, and the less it permits the heat 
radiating from the surface to pass through 
its texture; at the same time the upper 
air, deprived of its usual share of radiant 
heat, becomes abnormally cold; finally, 
as in the dust-whirls and tornadoes, the 
lower air breaks through the upper and 
rushes toward the sky. Although at 
its beginning a cyclonic storm is probably 
of no greater size and of much less 
ascending force than a tornado, there are 
several reasons which make its history 
different from that of the smaller whirls. 
In the first place, the field of heated air 
which causes the cyclone, is far more ex- 
tensive than that which produces the 
tornado, though at the same time the dif- 
ference of temperature between the upper 
and lower air may be less. The greater 
bulk of the lower stratum of hotand moist 
air permits the cyclone to grow larger, 
but the less ascensional force of the lower. 
air makes it less violent in its movements. 

As soon as the ascending current brings 
a portion of the heated air from the sur- 
face into the higher level it expands, and 
the force, originally in the form of heat, 
which kept it in the state of vapor, serves 
to increase the ascending column just as 
much as would the direct application of 
heat sufficient to vaporize the water. Thus 
we have two sources of force to impel the 
air in the cyclone upward. Both these 
forces appear in the tornado, but there the 
original heat of the lower air is the prin- 
pal cause of the motion. 


Mr. Dore’s Model Turkey Story.

How the Auk and Sitka Indians Adjust Their 
Tribal Differences. 


From the Alaska (Juneau) Free Press. 


On Sunday last five canoes of Sitka In- 
dians arrived at the Auk Village, just 
above town. It was the occasion of no 
little excitement among the Auks, for 
the Sitkans, as is usual upon such visits, 
made a demand of 120 blankets as a re- 
muneration for injuries a member of their 
tribe had received two years ago while en- 
gaged in a cut-and-slash with an Auk 

ndian, in which the Sitkan got decidedly 
the worst of the battle. The Auks 
refused to accede tothe demand, the re- 
sultof which was a general go-as-you- 
please, in which knives took a prominent 
part as settlers of the dispute. During the 
melee one of the Auks receiveda severe 
cut on the hand, upon which he set upa 
howl demanding pay from the Sitkans kor 
the wound he had received at their hands. 
It now being a stand-off, in that members 
of both tribes had received injuries one 
from the other, peace was declared, pro- 
viding the Auks would tender to 
their visitors a grand potlath (feast 
and dance). The Auks, who are a weaker 
tribe than the Sitkans, consented, and ac- 
cordingly on Wednesday evening last the 
ball was opened. Aboutoncea year the 
Sitkans come over andrun abluff on their 
weaker neighbors, during which they 
make love co their most buxom squaws 
and gorge themselves until the larders of 
their hosts are well nigh exhausted. 

Upon the evening of the dance the 
whites of Juneau were informed of the 
occasion and requested to come as specta- 
tors. The band boys, forthe novelty of 
the thing, determined to serenude the 
sons of the forest and open up their ball 
in a style that Mr. Lo had never 
seen the like of before. Accordingl 
the band and white spectators forme 
the line of march at the outskirts of the 
village and, to the tune of ‘‘Prisoner’s 
Hope“ and Marching Through Georgia,“ 
marched up through the village, comin 
to a halt in front of Chief Cow-ee’s resi- 
dence. Although the odor of dried sal- 
monand seal grease somewhat choked 
the players, they managed to finish the 
strain. The old chief gave them a warm 
welcome and extended to the band the 
great honor of leading forth the dancers, 
who were already costumed and ready. 
The band again formed the line of march 
with the war-chief Cow-kleck in front as 
drum-major and about twenty-five Indian 
dancers, cry a . and dressed 
in costumes in imitation of the bear, fox. 
eagle, swan, goose and other animals, 
interspersed throughout with bits of 
bright coloring. bringing up the rear. 

The procession came to,a stop in front of 
the hall, ashake cabin some twenty b 
forty feet. Upon the floor inside, pack 
as close as sardines in a box, sat men, 
women and children. Two rows of squaws 
occupy the front, who in perfect tune and 
with powerful exercise of their lungs sin 
a chorus to the chant of the dancers. A

THE STAT IN SHARP’S CASE. 


Judge POTTER’s reason for granting a 
stay of execution in the Sharp case is that, 
in his opinion, the appeal for a new trial 
will certainly be granted by the Appellate. 
Court on the ground that the trial judge 
erred in admitting certain evidence. The 
alleged error on which Judge Porrxn lays 
most stress is the admission of the self-in- 
culpatory testimony which SHARP gave 
before the Railroad Committee of the 
State Senate. The use of that testimony 
against SHARP as defendant in a crim- 
inal trial was, in Judge Potrer’s opinion, 
illegal, a violation of the constitutional 
guarantee that No person shall be com- 
‘*pelled in any criminal case to be a wit- 
ness against himself.“ The telegraphic 
report of the decision does not show how 
Judge POTTER makes out that to put in 
evidence against a man the statements he 
voluntarily made out of court, and where 
he was under no compilsion to criminate 
himself, is to compel him to be a witness 
against himself. Of course, the use in

JOHN NORQUAY, THE PREMIER, TALKS 


ABOUT THE PRESENT TROUBLE. 


The State of Affairs Exaggerated—Dodging 
the Injdnetions—Sir John Macdonald 
Misrepresentea—The Matter to Be Fought 
in the Courte—Claim Set Up by the Prov- 
inee—Building the Red River Valley Rau- 


road.

New YoRK, August 26.—John Norquay, the 
Premier of Manitoba, is at the Hotel Victoria.

His errand here is ot a 
private nature and has no connection, he says, 
with the difficulties between the Provincial 
and Dominion Governments over the building 
of the Red River Valley Railroad, which dre

„left Winnipeg,“ he said, before the real 
trouble began, and therefore kaew what is 
transpiring only through hearsay. It was 
said that I came away in order to 
avoid the injunctions, but that is not so, 
as I was not aware that injiinction pro- 
ceedings were even contemplated. It is my 
belief that the state of things has been some- 
what exaggerated in the printed reports, and 
although the people along the line of the new 
road are thoroughly imbued with the idea that 
it must be built, whatever the difficulties in 
the way, I hardly think violence will be re- 
sorted to. Sir John Macdonald has been 
quoted as saying that the building of the road 
must be stopped. A public man’s sentiments 
are often misrepresebted in print, and I often 
find myself ready to doubt whether Sir John 
ever said any such thing. The whole matter 
is one to be settled in the courts,and it is there 
that 1 look for the fight. If necessary, of 
course, we shall apply to the Imperial Gevern- 


ment. 
A CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION. 


The main question is a constitutional one. 
You willremember that the old Province of 
Manitoba was a Comparatively small one, and 
under its constitution we had authority to 
build railroads between any points within its 
boundaries. In 1881 the province was greatly 
enlarged by the annexation of large tracts of 
contiguous territory. With this additional 


territory we contracted to accept all the con- 
stitutional disabilities under which it labored. 


Among these was a clause which forbade the 
7 
chartering or building of a road between 


fifteen wiles of the boundaries of the Canadian 
Pacific road. We claim that the ac- 
ceptance of these conditions in the 
annexation did not apply to the 
old Province, and that therefore we had un- 
doubted authority to build a road within the 
old territory. When our local Assembly de- 
cided to construct the Red River Railroad in 
compliance with the righteous demands of the 

eopie of our province, from Winnipeg te the 
Inited States boundary line at West nn, 
the charter in the regular course of such affairs 
came under the scrutiny of the Governor- 
General, and he disallowed it, not on the 
ground that We had no auth rity to grant such 
a charter and bulid such a road, but because it 
would be contrary to the established policy of 
the Government, The building of a railroad 
in any other part of the province has never 
called for interference, butin this instance, 
when we are endeavoring to give a proper 
outlet to the people for their products, 
strenuous efforts are made to prevent the 
consummation ot the plan. At present there 
are two roads from Winnipeg to the United 
States — & both controlled by the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railroad. One runs several 
miles to the westward and nearly parallel to 
the Red River, and the other several miles to 
the eastward. Both ure sofar away from the 
thickly populated portion of the country, tlie 
station accommodations are so poor and the 
rates so exorbitant that they are patronized 
sparingly by the people. The new road will 
ran through the thickly settied Red River Val- 
ley, there will be suitable stations about 
every eight miles, and reasonable rates will 
be assured. Why then should not the farmers

EAST ST. LOUIS. 


A Brief aud Bloodless Mill—John Eyseli’s 
Curious Death— Notes. 


A brief and bloodless fistic encounter be- 
tween Alderman Egan and Auditor Kirk d6c- 
curred late yesterday afternoon inthe City 
Hall and occasioned considerable excitement. 
About half an hour before the time set for the 
Council meeting Alderman Egan made his ap- 
pearance at the City Hall, and from remarks 
which he made to his friends about the man- 


ner in whieh Kirk had written him up in 
the paper which the latter edits, 
trouble was expected when the two 
should meet. Kirk was rather late in showing 
up and when he did come he entered the build- 
ing by the door on the south side and reached 
his office without being observed by Egan, 
who was standing inthe door of Treasurer 
Renshaw’s office waiting for the Auditor to 
come down Main street, when he meant to ac- 
cost him. The Treasurer’s office is right 
next to Kirk’s and when Egan heard Kirk’s 
voices in the next room he went 
there at once. Kirk was just about to take his 
seat when Egan entered, and seated around 
were Mayor Stephens and Aldermen Marsh 
and Tefft. Egan walked right up to K and 
making some remark about the maler in 
which he had been used in the columns of the 
Gazette, struck Kirk a blow in the face with 
his t. The biow vr ge ae the Auditor 
slightly, but he recovered himself in an instant 
and made for his assailant. They scuffied 
forafew seconds, when Egan stumbled ove 
some article of furniture and fell. In his fal 
a revolver dropped out of his hip pocket and 
was picked up by one of the Aldermen who 
were spectators. When Egan fell Kirk was 
réstrained from doiig him any harm, and the 
fight ended. Egan went immediately to 
Squire Bunyan’s court and said he desired to 
plead guilty to fighting and threw down enough 
money to a fine and costs. 
He took this action to anticipate any prosecu- 
tion by Kirk, but the latter followed him to the 
’Squire’s office and asked Squire Bunyan not 
to accept the plea as he intended to swear out 
a warrant against Egan for assault and carry- 
ing concealed weapons. The plea was, ac- 
cordingly, not accepted and the warrant taken 
out. Egan was allowed to go on his own 
recognizance and the hearing of the case 
set for Thursday next. Egan claimed this 
morning that the cause of his fall in the scuffle 
was the interference of Mayor Stephena, who 
he says, grabbed hold of him from behind and 
ulled backward while Kirk was endeavoring 

o down him. The Mayor denies having in- 
terfered, and states that Egan’s fall was 
caused by Kirk pushing him over a piece of 
furniture. 

The assault was provoked by a number of 
paragraphs in last week’s Gazette, which is 
edited by Kirk, accusing Egan and Alderman 
Russell of being in favorof and advocating 
the reintroduction of gambling. 

A man named John Eysell fell from the 
wagon-bridge which crosses Cahokia Creek 
near Vaughan’s dyke, yesterday afternoon 
and sustained Injuries from which he died a 
the police station last night. Eysell was sit- 
ting on the railing of the bridge when a man 
named John — | of 1321 N. Sixth street 
St. Louis, came along and, noticing that 
Evsell was somewhat under the in- 
finence of liqour and inclined to 
doze, he accosted him and warned him that 
he was in a dangerous position and had better 
seek a safer place to sleep.

A tel- 
ephone message for the 1 — Wagon was sent 
to the police station, and Eysell was conveyed 
there. It wasfound that he had been badly 
injured about the head by striking à project- 
ing beam in his fall. When brought to the 
station he was made as comfortable as 
possible in a cell, and no seri- 
ous termination oof his injury was 
apprehended. He told the turnkey that he 
had been 8 by the Santa Fe Rallroad 
and haa relatives living in Duquoin. He was 
walking about when Dr. Wiggins, who had 
been sent for, arrived, but when the cell door 
wus opened and he was led out to have his in- 
jury examined, he complained of being faint 
and asked for a chair.

The Catholic Advocate of Louisville Main- 
tains Its Stand Against German. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., August 26.—The Illinois

cently attacked the Catholic Advocate of this 
city for likening the German language to 
‘‘grunts of swine, and for an alleged at- 
tempt to drive out the German tongue. Edl- 
tor Henderson said of this to-day: ‘‘The 


vy. Dr. McGlynn, in an article pub- 
lished in the North American Re- 
view for August, bitterly inveighed 
against the Catholic Church, charging 


it with I vast territorles in Amer- 
ica, and isolating the people in speech and 
customs from their fellow-citizens. Tne Ad- 
vocate denied thatthe church had taken any 
such stand, but, on the contrary, said the 
sacred college at Rome had rejected the peti- 
tions of certain Germans—cleric and lay—who 
sought to have a recognition of their speech 
and customs specially provided for by the 
church. The Advocate said that English is the 
most. perfect speech God has given man, 
and should be the national speech 
ofgAmerica. It is said the English-speak- 
ing people for 200 years past wished the Ger- 
man greater wit and fewer consonants. Other 
European nations asserted that the utterance 
of Germans resembled the sound of pigs 
speaking civilized tongues with a bad accent. 

e advocates of this form of speech want uow 
to establish its discordant grunts in America, 
and desired by aside wind to gain the assist- 
ance of the Catholic Church to 
English. This language 

immigrants desire to 
pe tuate in America, and Catholics 
cod Peossatantes ually desire to maintain it 
in our midst and oust the language of the 
nation. The Catholic Church has given a set- 
back to this monstrous assumption. It will 
provide German pastors where it can for 
flocks that exclusively speak that language, 
and it will provide pastors who are familiar 
with the German tongue for parishes where 
the knowledge of the parishioners of English 
is of limit extent. The church will do no 
more, It will not assign special parochial 
bounds and specific territory for German 
speaking in America.

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., August 26.—This 
entire Congressional District is excited over 
the news of the escapade in which ex-Con- 
gressman Eustace Gibson has just figured. 
Judge MoGinnis of the State Circuit Court, and 
Mr. Gibson have for years been on unfriendly 
terms.

CHINESE WRESTLING. 


MARK FAY YIN OF NEW YORK DEFEATS 
MOY CHIO OF PHILADELPHIA. 


Great Excitement in Mott Street Over the 
Match—What Pat Sheedy Will Say to Jake 
Kilrain Before His Big Fight With Jem 
Smith—Boston’s Postponed Games With 
Chicago — The Association Meeting 
Changed From September 3 to September 
5—Sporting Notes and News—Base Ball 
Chat.

New York, August 26.—For the first time 
since Chinamen came into New York they 
yesterday enjoyed a genuine Chinese wrest- 
ling match. The bout was between two of 
their best Athietes in this country, Mark Fay 
Yin of this city and Moy Chio of Philadel- 
phia. The pig-tailed gladiators met in a 
rear yard of No. 18 Mott street. Long before 
the appearance of the wrestiers the yard was 
filled with excited Ohinese sports, who paid 25 
cents admission fee and wagered their money 
on their respective choices, The principals 
received 75 per cent of the gate money, and, 
according to Chinese custom, the winner got an 
ad dition ot 7 per cent of the money won by all 
the lucky betters present. In selecting favor- 
ites among their wrestling country- 
men the Chinese pay very little atten- 
tion to size or strength of the man, 
but are governed by the contestants’ athletic 
training and jumping ability. The athletic 
schools of China train their pupils in jumping 
by tying sandbags about the pupils’ ankles 
and making the aspirants for athletic, honors 
jump out of holes dug in the ground. At 4p. m. 
the wrestlers appeared. Both stripped to the 
waist, and their limbs were tightly bound 
with strong strips of dark blue 
cotton. Manager Fong then announced 
the conditions of the battle: The winner

The athletes began in almost cock- 
fighting style and for ten minutes sparred for 
a hold. Then Mark Fay Yin swung his right 
leg in front of his antagonist, gave a sudden 
sweep with both arms and Moy plunged into a 
mud pool.

THOSE POSTPONED GAMES, 


How They Will Affect the Result Between 
Boston and Chicago. 


From the Chicago Tribane. 

Now that there are four postponed Chicago- 
Boston games quite a complication arises over 
the question as to where and when the four 
games can be played. Two of these games, as 
telegraphed from Boston, have been arranged 
for September &, in Chicago, leaving two to 
be played at some other time or passed by 
altogether. The games can’t be played Sun- 


day or after October 8, forthe reason that the 
League constitution forbids either plan. Fur- 
thermore, there are no available dates between 
now and October 8, except the date already re- 
ferred to. There are three days for which 
there are no games scheduled—September 
29, October 4 and October 7. September 28 
Chicago plays Pittsburg at Chicago and Boston 
plays New York at New York, so it is hardly 
possible to get the clubs together the next 
day, especially as Boston is due at Philadel- 
phia September 30, and Chicago has an en- 
gagement with Indianapolis at Indianapolis. 
October 3 Chicago is in Indianapolis and Bos- 
ton in Philadelphia, and October 5 Chicago is 
due in Pittsburg and Boston in Washington. 
October 6 Chicago is in Pittsburg and Boston 
in Washington, and the Sth the same en- 
gagements hold good. The only 
way, therefore, to play off the games is to 
play them during the series of September 22 or 
23, when Boston plays here. In order to do 
this it will be necessary to get the consent of 
all the League clubs both as to two games a 
day aud as to playing them in Chicago. By 
that time the struggle will be waxing decidedly 
hot, and if any of the clubs imagine that the 
arrangementis to their detriment they will 
promptly kick and the games can't in conse- 
uence be played. It would doubtless be to 
Jhicago’s advantage to play the postponed 
games on her own grounds, and that in itself 
might cause a fuss, to say nothing of other 
complications. 

It is suggested that this might be avoided by 
amr pny — games on some neutral ground, 
ut as Boston and Chicago are scheduled to 
play here in the afternoon of the three days 
they could hardly go far away enough to get 
to a neutral ground and get back to Ohicago. 
The championship is decided by percentages 
aud not by the number of games won 
and lost, and for this reason it is 
not absolutely necessary that the three 
games should be layed in order to 
settle the struggle. ut if Chicago needed 
the two games and thought she could win 
them both, or one ofthetwo, she would be 
pretty apt to insist that they be played, while 
some of the other League clubs might object 
on either side of the question. None of the 
Chicago men seem to know exactly what will 
be done. They say, however, that it is not 
likely any action will be taken immediately by 
the League.

Butler and W. H. Blackhurstof Philadelphia, 
and Robert Magee of Baltimore.

Butler’s stroke was powerful and long and 
to his advantage, and the men were bunched 
for the first fifty yards.

At the end of the first 
mile Butler was swimming a 38 stroke, Magee 
2and Blackhurst 31 tothe minute. 

Opposite the Tincum, Magee increased his 
stroke to 48 and rapidly overhauled the other 
two men and, before Fort Mifflin was reached, 
passed Blackhurst and Butler. He easily 
maintained his lead to the finish. 
The time of the men was: Ma- 
gee, 2:67:00; Butler, 3:10:20; Blackhurst, 
3:25:20.
